The subjact of the 
address was "Imperialism, the Im- 
perialism 
of Christianity."

tired of the word missionary, and it 
should be done away witn and the 
name imperialism substituted. He 
said: "An imperialist is one who 
wants the earth. The Christian peo- 
ple want the earth for Christ. In 
speaking of a foreign missionary the 
word foreign is suggestive of alein- 
ancy. In domestic missionary the 
name seems unnatural. We should 
let our thoughts out of the rut into 
which they usually fall wben speak- 
ing of the missionary work. Tbe 
Christian imperialist does not seek 
to conquer for gain, but to win the 
world to Christ. The heathens are 
saints in God's hands. We some- 
times do not have the interest in 
this imperialism in which we are en- 
gaged. If we neglect to .furnish the 
gospel people suSer. The real object 
la not to keep men out ol bell, but to 
keep hell out of men. The purpose 
ol the imperialists of Christianity is 
to win the heathen to Christ, be- 
cauBe they are our brothers. God 
has made ol one blood all nations of 
tbe earth. In God we live and move. 
There is a pleasure in the work of 
tbe imperialist, as he works for 
others. The work should be done 
on business principles. If the busi- 
ness of the country was run on the 
same principle that rnt>n run their 
religious work, bankruptcy would 
soon follow. The church must suc- 
ceed through expansion. New ques- 
tions are continually coming up that 
bear directly upon the extension of 
God's work on earth. As we secure 
communication with foreign coun- 
tries we see increased need of Chris- 
tian workers. Facilities are every 
day being created for the extension 
of Christianity. Tbe great differ- 
ence . between people of different 
nations is the language. Tbe Erig 
lish language possesses qualifica- 
tions lor being the universal lan- 
guage. One-fourth of the population 
of the world now speak it. This 
causes & rapid increase in the work 
and responsibility of churches. The 
churches are responsible for tbe 
carrying out of this imperialistic 
work. The gospel mast be carried 
to all nations of the earth. This 
question rests with the imperialists 
of the church, shall scripture be 
fulfilled?"

jaPortsmouth. The organization of 
t^ iiew company has practically 
i)Seu effected, and an ordinance will 
be introduced in council tonight, to 
grant it a franchise. 


The new company, to be chartered 


as tne Portsmouth Telephone Com- 
pany, baa a capital of $50,000. Its 
iucorporators are Levi D. York, 
George D. Selby, Qeo. M. Appel, 
John F- Bruahart and Frank B. Fin- 


aey. They sens their papers to Col- 
umbus this morning. 


This company was organized, it is 


understood, through-the efforts of J. 
SL Thomae, probate judge of Ross 
county, who is president of the State 
Association of 
Independent Tele- 


phone Companies. This association 
proposes to establish home com- 
panies all over the state and connect 
them by moans of long distance^ ser- 
vice. Recently arrangements were 
perfected to build a long distance 
Hue iroua Sandusky to Portsmouth. 


Oiie strong argument advanced by 


tbe new company is that it will sup- 
ply each subscriber with a long dis- 
tance instrument. In this way each 
subscriber will be put in direct con- 
dectioii with 125 towns and cities in 
the state, and can talk direct from 
his place of business or home. 


The ordinance 
which the new 


company will ask oounbil to pass 
provides that they shall erect their 
poles and string their wires m this 
city. They agree that the maximum 
charge for telephones shall be $2 per 
month for business houses and $1.60 
for private residences. 
They also 


bind themselver to begin work at 
once, and to spend $15,000 in labor in 
Portsmouth within the next six 
months. 


The new company proposes to in- 


terest as many business men and cit- 
izens as possible in 
their com- 


pauy. In this way and by giving as 
good, if not better service than the 
Central Union Telephone Company, 
they hope to win in the fight. They 
expect within six months time to 
have six hundred 
subscribers in 


Portsmouth.

It shows that the steel trust 
IB not a bugaboo, bat a real live 
monoply, and is determined to get 
complete control of the steel busi- 
ness. 


Inquiries at the BurgesB^failed to 


elicit any information as to the 
probable attitude of Mr. York in 
reference to the matter. Everybody 
professed ignorance. 


It was stated, however that Mr. 


York is making extensive prepara- 
tions for conducting his busineHB 
here. He recently placed orders for 
raw material aggregating $100,00o, to 
be delivered at once. 


The foremen of the mill are also 


arranging to reside at ISfew Boston 
so as to be close to their work. An 
architect is now at work drawing 
plans for a dozen fine homes which 
they will erect at Yorktown. These 
will be constructed at once. 


Mr. York haa also raised the 


wages of laborers at the mill from 
10 to 1& per'cent, the raise taking 
effect last Monday.

bnrg. She is also receiving a general 
cleaning ap and thorough over haul- 
ing< preparatory to resuming her trip 
to Pittsburg, tomorrow. 


But this is not her only trouble. 


While lying at the wharf last even- 
ing two deck hands, Andrew Craig 
and Michael Kelly, brawny sons of 
toil, having " a right off," concluded 
to come up town and see the sights. 
This they accordingly did. 
The 


sights were many and varied, and 
according to reports, were too much 
for the boys, and they staid out all 
night. On returning to the boat this 
morning they were told by Mate 
Frank Verney that they were not 
wanted, and he declined to allow 
them to come aboard the vessel. 
They claim $10 in wages is due each. 
When they appealed to Captain Mc- 
Clusky, that stern official declined 
to give them either money, explana- 
tion, or satisfaction, ana they accord- 
ingly hunted up United Scates Com- 
missioner Hall, and laid their trou- 
bles before him. The Squire, how- 
ever, could do nothing, their being 
no United States marshal here, and 
he having no jurisdiction in the 
matter, referred them to Cincinnati 
or Gallipolis. The boya, however, 
whose homes are in Pittsburg, may 
decide to await their return to their 
homes in that city before taking 
action, {and compel the boat to not 
only pay them what is due them as 
wages, but their fare home, aa well.
